Claims 1, 3, 5-6, and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as being anticipated by Schneider et al- (U.S. Patent No. 

Claims 1-9, 20 and 22 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Nakajima 
(U.S. 2002/01286044) (hereinafter: "Nakajima") . 

Without admitting the propriety of the Office's positions in 
these rejections, independent claims 1 and 26 have been amended to 
reflect the allowable subject matter kindly suggested by the Office 
on page 6, lines 8 to 10, of the Action.
